Histories) Rasts for Access to West Berlin 


‘The position of the Western Powers in Berlin, vhich derives from the uncon 
Gitional surrender of Germany at the ond of World War II, vae recognized ina 
19M agreement of the Eurapean Advisory Commission, in vitich the USSA as velt 
fas the Wester Powers participated." In the immediate postwar years the Allied 
Control Counci2 concluded a rumber of quadripartite agreenents governing Allied 
access to Berlin. On 30 March 1948, hovaver, the Soviet authorities initiated 
the serfos of restrictions on passenger and freight movenent to and from Berlin, 
which ultimately culminated in tho Berlin Blockade of 19\6-K9. The blockade 
lasted for alnost 11 months. After it ended, hovever, the gereral Western rights 
of uccess were recontirned ty the USSR in the Now York and Paris Agreements of 
May and June 1949, respectively. Tn Soptenber 1955 the USSR signed a "Ereaty ca 
Relations” vith Bast Gerany in'vhich 1% recognized the "soverelenty” of she 
Fegine, bub in a subsequent exchange of letters batween the foreign ministers 
the Soviets "temporarily" reserved for thonselvee control of the traffic of ibe 
Western garricons between West Berlin and the Federal Republic of Germay. There 
has been no subsequent forma docuxontations but, as late ae 19 March 1959, Kara 
shehev admitted that the Allies "have lawful rights for their stay in Berlin.” 


The amount of freight soving to and fron West Berlin by air under noreal 
circumstances ts only a minor portion of total trafeie. Passenger traffic by 
ir, hovever, has played an important role, especially for refugees, vio sor, 
Priges 1¥.k percent of the total in 1960 and 13.3 percent in 1961. “Althous 
the strean of refugees has dropped off to a mere trickle, the outlet 48 imsortant 
for the moraie of the West Berliners, especially for those whose personal: safety 
denando that they not be subjected to either Soviet or Bast German document controls. 


‘The dependence of West Berlin on surface contact with the Federal Republic is 
strikingly reflected by statistics on highvay traffic along routes connesting the 
two (see table). The average number of vehicles that passed through the Babelsburg

Western military and official personnel travel on documents iseued by their 
silttary comanders or by their anbascadors in Bonn. Western military freliit 
traffic Ls not subject to inspection. All types of civil paseenger and feetent 
traftic along surface routes, hovever, are subject to customs ani immigration 
control upoa entry into Bast Germany. 


Routes of Air Access 


Tnnedintely after World War TT, Western access to BerLin vas governed ty an 
informa] agrectent under which Western pilots on route to Berlin were to follow 

‘the railroad or Autobahn from Helmstedt’ to Berlin. During the 1915 negstiations 
‘that led to the establishment of the air corridors, the Usital Staves propose 
eix corridors -- the present three plus others to Coperhasen, Warsav, hid Pregues 
The USSR refused to consider the last three, but on 30 Novenber 1945’ the Aliza 
Control Counct) approved a paper that provided for the three air eorridore now in 
effect. The north corridor is 135 nautical miles long, the central corridor is 
123 nautica! miles, and the south corridor 1s 226 nautical wiles. ‘he paper stip 
slated that flights through these corridors could proceed without notice and that 
responsibility for draving up safety meacuree and flight ralee for the coreiders 
would rest vith the Air Directorate of the Control Cowell. A final agreement 
‘was concluded enrly in 1946, and tho Berlin Air Safety Center (BASC) vas estab- 
Lished in February 1906,

In rosponse to the 1948-49 Soviet-tmposed blockade of eurface transport around 
lest Berlin, the United States and the United Kingdon conducted an aiviure iene 
Ang 267,472 flights and 2,185,247 tons of cargo and passengers during the Do mnth 
period beginning 26 June i948, an average of 663 flights ad 5,501 tone a dev” 
‘fale accomplishment was far greater than had been believed possible when the alr 
Litt began. 


Totay, however, Weot Berlin has a mch higher standard of Living than before 
the 1946-49 atrlist, owing largely to the influx of new industries nd the ea 
pansion of old industries, To maintain the current high ctandasde, Woot becuin 
imported 20,846 tono of freseht daily in 1961, using transport of all typesy Te 
an airlift became mandatory today, it obviously would not attempt to mye ary. 
uch Volune of freight, but sone of the problens that vere encountered, in 100-49 
have been reduced considerably.

Jaiging vy the experience of 19\8-H9 and recent Soviet tactics in the ety 
corridors, lack of intezrerence probably could not be expected. During the 19\8-

have the capability to interfere with an airlift in the corridors in uber of 
hew ways, simiiticant anong Which are Flectronic Couter Measures (B04). 


restriction of flights to corridors only 20 miles wide ani the igh in- 
cidence of weather unoultsble for flying by Visual Flight Rules (VA) nocessi-

nd specific E&M assiganonte, che Soviet Bloe probably poseesses the capability 
fo tetercepe and jan on any freqieney now ctilizea by Western atrerart engaged in 
corridor operations, either civil or military.

Although not off 
Sially cooPirsed, there have been a number of incidents in Vaich deliberate false 
veaconing may Bave been employed against US aircraft. 


Soviet BO! in the air corridors may be countered by the installation of new 
or wodified navigational equipment; by training crews in the recognition of 
Gaming, moaconing, and corridor landnarks (the latter for VFR operations); and 
by te adoption of nev cockpit procedures. Corridor operations, Rowever cur 
rently do not employ enough pilots trained to cope with a hostile BOM enviran- 
ent Hor snough adequately equipped etreratt to Operate a successful airlirt.

Another form of alz beraesnent potentially as efvective ao jaming or other 
types of interference with Westar aireraft 1a the use of the corridors by 
Soviet {Lighte. Although Soviet alreratt vere not specifically barred, the 
corridors were used alnost exclusively by Western alreratt until February 1962. 


The USER has also utSLized procedural tactics for purposes of harassment. 
Among these have been the filing of flight plans in advance of the West, in- 
Creaving the nisber of flights {a the corridore, and varying flight patterns 
fo eetabiieh @ baste for @ refusal to guarantee the safety of Westera flights 
Seceuse of the priorities of Soviet fights. The USSR has desanded that the 
Vest should change sts corrider procedures by filing fight plans 24 hours in 
fivanee, by providing berder-erossing tines, and by maintaining aireract within 
predetermined alvitute levels.
